It Also Provides for Colning Seignlor-

age, Redeeming Greenbacks nnd

Cancelling Small Bank Notes.

WASHINGTOCN, Jan. 6.—The Senate
Anance commitiee to-day declided to report
&8 a Senate substitute for the House bond
bill the measure agreed on by sllver
majority. The substitute provides for the
free coinage of silver, for of
the seigniorage in the treasury, and makes
it optional with the Secretary of the Treas-
ury to redeem greenbacks and treasury
notes in either gold or silver. 1t also pro-
vides for the retirement of all notes of
less denomination than $19. Following is
the text of the bill:

“That from and after the passage of this
act the mints of the United States shail be
open 1o the colpnpage of sllver, and there
#hall be colned dollars of the welgnt of
412% grains, troy, of standard sllver, nine-
teénths fine, as provided by the ac:t of Jan.
38, 1527, and on the same terms and subject
tu the limitatlons and provisions of law reg-
ulating the coinage and’ legal-tender qual-
fty of gold; and whenever the sald coins
herein proviaed for shall be received into
the treasury certificates may be Issued
thereon in the manner now provided by

law.

“Section 2. That the Secretary of the
Treasury shall coin into standard silver
dollars, as soon as practicable, according
to the provisions of Section 1 of this act,
from the silver bulllon purchased under au-
.thorii:,- of the act of July 14, 1880, entitled
An act directing the purchase of sllver
bulllon and the issue of treasury notes
therecon, and for other purposes,” that por-
tion of said silver bullion which represents
the seignlorage or profit to the govern-
ment,, 1o wit, the difference between the
coei of the sliver purchased under =said
Ret and its coinage value, and said silver
dollars so coined =hali be used In payment
of the current expenses of the government:
and, for the purpose of making the sald
peigniorage Immediately available for use
F.E money, the Secretary of the Treasury is
iereby authorized and directed to issue sil-
ver certificatea against it, as if it was al-
ready coined and in the treasury.

“See, 3. That fno national bank note shall
be hereafter lssued for a denomination less
than $10, and all notes of such banks now
outstanding of denominations less than
1hat sum shall be, as rapidly as practica-
ble, taken up, redeemed and canceled, and
notes of 30 and larger denominations
ehall be Issued in their stead under the
direction of the Controller of the Currency.

“Sec. 4. That the Secretary of the Treas-
ury shall redeem the Unhied States notes,
commonly called greenbacks, and also the
treasury notes Issued under the provisions
of the act of July 14, 18%), when presented
for redemption, in standard silver dollars
or in gold coin, using for redemption of
sald notes either gold or silver coins, or
both, not at the optlon of the holder, but
exclusively at the option of the govern-
ment, and saild notes, commonly called

oen‘lhanka. wholndso redeemed, shall be re-

ssued as provided by the act of May 31
1578, ¥ .

The substitute was adopted without dis-
cussion, the vote being 8§ to § Senator
Wolcott was absent, but his vote was
counted for the hill. The yeas were: Voor-
hees, Harris, Jones of Arkansas, Vest,
White, Walthall, Democrats; Jones of Ne-
vada, Populist, and Wolcott, Republican.
The nays were: Morrill, Sh¢rman, Allison,
Aldrich and Platt, Republicans.

The Demoerats indicated thelr willing-
ness, after the bond bill was disposed of,
to take up the tariff bill, but the Repub-
Heans asked for further time in order to
submit the tarilf bill to a Republican cau-
eus, which will be held to-morrow, at the
request of the Republican members of the
committee on finance, to consider the ques-
tions which have arisen in connection withr
ft. The committee is undecided between
reporting the bill without amendment and
amending It so as to make sure of the sup-
port of certain Senators who have Indi-
cated a disposition to press very strong-
Iy for increases. The committee has had
under especial consideration such proposi-
tions to extend the provislons of the bill
to sugar and to increase the rate of duty
on spirits, agricultural products and pot-
tery. The House Dblll Increased the duty
on these articles, with the exception of
sugar, 15 per cent., while the proposition
before the committee is to make the in-
crease 20 per cent. The committee is dis-
posed to report without any amendment,
but, appreciating the narrow margin in the
Benate, it has been declded desirable to
secure (he sense of the entire Republican
side of the Senate before the plan of the
committee Is completed. It is, therefore,
apparent that ¥ the Republican Senators
show a disposition to press thelr amend-
ments to the extent of opposing the hill
they will he aceepted. There Is also some
apprehension lest the silver Renublicans
and ‘Popul’sts who, it Iz believed, would or-
dinarily support a tariff bill, may Insist
on adding a free-coinage amendment to the
tarift bill, and it Is hoped that the caucus
will have the effect of indicating what may
be expected fram the Republican silver
Senators,

CHAPMAN ON TRIAL.

First of the Cases Agninst Witnesses
Who Refased to Testify,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The long-de-
Jayed trial of Elvertona R. Chapman, the
New Yark broker, indicted for refusing to
answer questions asked by the Senate
committee investigatiog the Sugar Trust,
almost two years ago, and on whose case
the prosccution of the other five defendants
In the Sugar Trust case largely depends,
was opened to-day in the District Criminal
Court. The court room was crowded, and

the strong array of legal talent included
ex-United States Senator Edmunds, of Ver-
mont, Judge Dittenhoeffer, of New York,
end ex-Congressmen Shellabarger and Jere
Wilson, of this city. Tae defense made
& stubborn contest of every avallahle polint
made by the government, and sought to
make the government furnish unquestioned
rroof of all the numerous allegations made
n the indletment. The certificate of incore
poration of the “trust'”—the American Su-
gar Refining Company—was objected to on
the ground that, though #igned by the See-
retary of State of New Jersey, it did not
bear the Governor's approval, and the copy
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of the record of the proceedings In the
Benate leading up to the investigation was
also objected to because the record itmelf
should be oproduced. The day was prac-
tically spent In contests over ints of this
character, District Attorney Birney, in his
address to the jury, asserted that Chap-
man's refusal to testify was a direct viola-
tion of Section 102 of the Revised Statutes.

PARCELS POST.

Great Britain Wants to Enter Into a
Conventlon with This Country.
WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Sir Julian
Pauncefote, the Brltish.emhassador. and
Lord Gough, first secretary of the legation,
had a conference with Postmaster-general
Wilson to-day, at which the establishment
of a parcels post convention between the
United States and Great Britain was urged.
The wvisit was the result of a communica-
tion to the embassador from the Post-
master-general of Great Britain urging the
adoption of such an arrangement as a bene-

fit to the service. The embassador was
assured by Mr. Wilson that the matter
would be considered as soon as possible,
Mr. Wilson explained that the United
States has no parcels post conventions with
any European country, though having such
conventions with a number of British
colonies, the Hawallan and Leeward isl-
andas and other small countries. The ob-
jection urged by the poatal authorities Is
that the Introduction of the arrangzement
would be disadvantageous to this country,
as the malle are liable to transportation
over much more territory than in Eng-
land, and it would create more work in the
service by allowing a maximum of eleven
pounds to a package in the mails instead of
four as at present.

ARMES IN TROUBLE AGAIN.

His Rearrest by the Military Ordered
by the Court of Appeals.
WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—The sensational
Armes case, arising out of the arrest of
Major Armes and his conflnement by order
of General Schofleld, who was acting Secre-
tary of War and just about retiring from
command of the army, had another sensa-
tional sequel to-day, when the District Court
of Appeals overruled the order of Judge
Bradley, who had released Armes on a writ

of habeas corpus, and ordered his rearrest
and that he be remanded to military cus-
tody. Judge Bradley in his discharge of
Armes severely scored General Shofield,
Counsel for Armes doubtleas will appeal the
case to the United States Supreme Court,
In its opinion on the case Court of Appeals
says that Judge Bradley's action was er-
roneous and should be reversed with costs.
It directs him to vacate his order discharg-
ing Armes, orders that a warrant be issued
for his rearrest, and that he then be re-
manded to the custody of Colonel Closson,
of the Washington barracks, under whose
direction he was confined at the barracks.
Major Armes is a retired army officer, with
the rank of captain, and General Schofield’'s
order for his arrest was based on an al-
leged insulting vituperative letter sent by
Armes, denouncing the General of the
Army.

Brief Session of the Hounse,
WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The session of
the House to-day was exceedingly brief.
Mr. Broderick preferred a request for unan-
imous consent for the swearing in of Clar-

ence E. Allen, elected to represent the new
State of Utah., He explained that Mr. Allen's
election was regular, and that there was no
contest, but as the Governor and other
State officers did not assume their offices

under the President's proclamation until to-
day, their signatures to Mr. Allen's cre-
dentials, of course, had not been signed.

Mr. Crisp dil not question the facts as
stated, but thought Mr. Allen =hould not
be sworn until a report had been made
upon the case by a commitiee, The mat-
ter was, therefore, referred to the judiciary
committee with leave to report at any
time.

On Mr, Hitt's motion a resolution was
adopted appointing Hon. Willilam L. Wilson,
a member of the Board of Regents of the
Smirthsonian Institution. At 12:2 the House
adjourned untll to-morrow.

Will Let the Association Live.
WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Postmaster-gen-
eral Wilson's attitude on the organization
of postal employes is explained in a letter
sent to M. J. Smith, of St. Louis, secretary
of the local branch of the National Asso-
clation of Postoffice Clerks. Mr. Smith re-

cently wrote a request for information
whether Lhe Postmaster-general was op-
posed to such an organization, and if he
desired s disbandment. The reply s as
foilows: “I am not in the slightest degree
opposed to the National Association of
Pestoffice Clerks as organized at present.
My order, No. 621, has no bearing on the
question of such organization. I bave no
esire that vour association or any other
should disband. They have my best wishes
for the accomplishment of all proper pur-
poses.” The order was the one recently is-
sued prohibiting postal employes from com-
ing to Washington to urge legislation,

Nominntions to Be Rejected.
WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The Senate com-
mittee on public lands to-day declded to re-
port favorably all the nominations before
it, except in cases where a non-resident had
been sent to another State or Territory.

Two nominations of this kind are before the
committee, one being Willlam H. Anderson,
of Shelbyville, Ky., to be register of the
land office at Enid, O. T. Another nomina-
tion in Oklahoma Is opposed by Delegate
Flynn, of Oklahoma, and was laid over un-
til the next meeting. It was announced as
the policy of the committee that no nomina-
tions of persons outside the States and Ter-
ritories where theoffices to which they were
appointed were located would be reported

favorably.

A DEBS JEREMIAD,

Eugene Thinks His Blessed Country
Has Gone to the Dogs.

CHICAGO, Jan. 6.—At a meeting of mem-
bers of the American Raillway Union to-
night Eugene V. Debs declared that good
times had left the country never to re-
turn. He sgid thut nothing “less than the
total abolition of the wage system would
answer the demands of the country. He de-
clared that the army of the unemployed is
constantly on the increase and that com-
binations, trusts and corporations are
crushing out the life of the middie classes
and driving them into the ranks of the
unrempioved.

DONNED NEW ROBES

MISS UTAH HAS STEPPED OoUT OF
HER OLD TERRITORIAL GARB

And Put on the Pretty Republican
Dress of Statehood—=Inaugural
Exercises at Salt Lake.

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Jan. 6.—Inaug-
ural day has been celebrated as no other in
the history of Utah. The city was thronged
with visitors from outside points and with
thousands of home people, which made lo-
comotion weil night lmpossible through the
public thoroughfares. The great procegsion
under the direction of Grand Marshal Burton
and aldes, presenting a magnificent specta-
cle as it wended Its way to the Tabernacle,
which it reached at noon and which rkad
crowded within its capacious walls
more people than ever passed
its portals in one assemblage before. The
decorations of the Tabernacle were most
lavish and well chosen. Spread out be-
neath the central surface of the dome-like
ceiling was “'Old Glory,” the largest Amer-
ican flag ever made. In the upper corner
among the other stars was the forty-fifth,
representing Utah. By means of on in-
genfously devised incandescent light, the
new star cast its refulgent rays upon the
pairiotic thousands who sat in the gallery
and the audienca below. From this great
flag were numberless red, white and blue
streamers running in all directions, uniting
with an elaborate fringe of bunting and
flags which decorated the face of the gal-
lery. All the speakers’ stands were most
beautllully draped in the national colors,
while a great American eagle surmiwounted
the tower between the great pipes of the
organ aand immediately below was the word
“Utah’"—a magnificent electrical creaution.

Acting Governor Richards snnounced that
Pres:_-h—nt Woodruff was 1o nave offered the
opening prayer, but that tae s ate of his
health was such as to preven®t him from
doing s=o. He =ad, however, wreparel an
invocation wai:h woull be Jelivered by
President George Q. Cinnon at the corn-
ciusion of the prayer. Lhe great chorus of
one thousand oices arjyse andl sank, amd
the effective vaving of American fligs. tre
“Star-spangled DBainaer.” This nutaber was
followed by stircing applause on the part of
the multitude within (22 tabernacle.

Chairman Richards here introduced, amid
uncontrolied applause and cheering, Hon.
Jos._L. Rawlins, who read President Cleve-
land's proclamation announcing the admis-
slon of Utah to the Union. After the procla-
mation was read Mr. Rawlins turned to
Heber M. Wells and presented to him the
pen with which President Cleveland sizned
the bill under which Utah became a State,

Acting Governor Richards then announced
the time had arrived for the federal gov-
ernment to withdraw from the control of
affairs of the territory and surrender up to
the people and to the native of Utah who
had been chosen Governor of the new State
He sald: *“As the Governor of the Territory
of Utah I now surrender to your favored
servant the executive office upon his taking
the oath preseribed by the Constitution
which will pow be administered by Chief
Justice Zane."” Governor Wells and ofher
State officers then took the oath of office
The chorus here rendered Prof. Stevens's
new song, “I'tah, 7 Love Thee."

Governor Wells then delivered his inaug-
ural address. It was received with ap-
plause, as wag the rendition of “Amerira’
by the great chorus, after which Dr. 1ifr
pronounced the benediction. The exercises
closed with music by the combined bands.

Immediately after the closing of the ex-
exerciees at the Tabernacle the Governor js-
suad the following proclamation:

“Whereas, The Constitution of this State
does not fix the time for commencement of
the first regular session of the Lerislature
of the State of Utah, by reason of which
an extraordinarv occasion exists: therefore

“I, Heber M. Wells, Governor of the State
of Utah, by virtue of the authority vested
'n me by the Constitution of this State
do hereby convene the Legislature of this
State In special session to commence on the
sixth day of January, A. 18, at 2
o'clock p. m. of that day. at the foint clty
and county bullding in the ecity and county
of Salt Lake, for the purpose of fixing a
time certain by legislative enactment for
the commencement of the first regular ses-
sion of the Legisiature of the State,

“Done at Salt Lake City, at 1:15 o'clock
p. m., this sixth dav of January. in the
vear of our Lord eighteen hundred and
ninety-six, and of the indevendence of the
United States the one hundred apd twenti-
eth. and in the first vear of the Statehonod
of TTtah. HEBERM. WELLS,
“By the Governor:

“JAMES H. HAMMOND,

“Secretary of State.”

Pursuant to the proclamation of Governor
the Legislature convened in extra
agasion at 3 o'clock this afternoon. After

Kentuneky Democerats Step Out.

FRANKFORT, Ky., Jan. 6—The formal
transfer of the various State depariments
took place this morning. The new officers
were sworn in, and for the first time In
the history of Kentucky the State govern-
ment 13 In the hands of Republicans. The
House and Senate Republican caucuses
were held this afternoon. Hoa. Charles
Hlanford, a supporter of Dr. Huxter for
the 1'nited States Senate, was nom¥gated
for Speaker of the House, in which mdy
th-: Republicans have a majority,

The House and Senate Democrats held
thelr caucuses to-night, nominating full
lists of officers for both branches. A. J.
Carroll for Speaker heads the House slate,
while Senator W. W, Goebel was chosen for

President pro tem. of the upper branch.

HE RESIGNS AS PREMIER OF CAPE
COLONY, SOUTH AFRICA.

Governor Sir Hercules Robinson Pro-
motes Treasurer Sir George Sprigg
to the Vacated Position.

130 FREEBOOTERS KILLED

JAMESON'S LOSSES IN TRANSVAAL
HEAVIER THAN FIRST REPORTED.

Uprising nt Johanneshurg—Members
of the Natlonanl Reforma Committee

Arrested by President Kruger.

LONDON, Jan, 6.—Yesterday's rumor to
tha effect that the Hon. Cecil Rhodes, Pre-
mier of Cape Colony, had resigned was
confirmed to-day. Advices from Capetown
gay the resignation was accepted by Sir
Herculeg Robinson, Governor of the colony,
and that the Hon. Sir George Sprigg, K. C.
M. G., Treasurer of Cape Colony, has been
appointed to the vacant premiership. The
new Premier was Colonlal Secretary and
Premier of Cape Colony from 1878 to 1881,
Treasurer from 1884 to 188§, Premiler and
Treasurer from 1556 to 1890, and Treasurer
from 1880 on, He was born in 1530,

The Berlin correspondent of the Times
says: “The violence of the press agalnst
England is abating, and the idea of a Ger-
man protectorate over the Transvaal Iis
warmly repudiated and denounced as a ma-
icious and detestable invention. The pur-
pose of the Emperor's telegram to President
Kruger was two-fold: To secure popularity
at home and to warn Eagland that her
safety lies in a closer contact with Germany
and the Triple Alliance.”

DR. JAMESON'S DEFEAT.

Boers Say 130 of His Followers Were
ILilled and Thirty-Seven Wounded.
LONDON, Jan. 6.—The Governor of Natal,

Sir Walter Francis Hely-Hutchinson, K. C.

M. G., telegraphs, on Boer authority, that

130 of Dr. Jameson's followers were killed

and that thimtyv-seven were wounded. On

the Bcer side, it is added, only three were
killed and five wounded. A dispatch from

Capetown says: It is learned that after

Wednesday's fight Dr., Jameson’'s column,
originally about seven hundred men, moved
southwards, fighting hard il the way
throughout the night, and eventually
re uched Viakvontein, six miles from Johan-
nesburg, on Thursday morning, when the
column was completely surrougded by a
force of 4,80 Boers. In spite of this Dr,
Jameson's followera fought stubbornly until
nocn, when all their cartridges were ex-

hausted. In addition, they had not tasted
food for twenty-four hours and were worn
out with fatigue., But the while flag was
not hoisted by Dr. Jameson's orders. It is
kuown that Dr. Jameson expected two
thousand Ultlanders to join him at Kru-
gursdorp. The South African Dutch press
is juuiiant at this lowering of British pres-
tge and advocates the incorporation of
“mnedesia” with the Transvaal republie,

Delayed dispatches from Johannesburg
are arriving here to-day. They show that
on Tuesday last there was intense excite-
ment there, the people hurrying .into town
from the mines and outlying country. The
central committeemen constituted thems-
selves a provisional government for the
town and announced tnat ample provision
would be made to defend it against any
body of Boers. The provisional government
was established In the Consolidated Gold
Fields Company's buildings and three Max-
im guns were placed.in advantageous posi-
ijons about it. The new government then
sent an ultimatum to the government of
President . Kruger, who proposed a confer-
ence at Pretoria on the following day,
Wednesday. The committee hesitated to go
to Pretorla without a safe conduct. Dr.
Jameson at that time was hourly expected
at Johannesburg., Crowds of people sur-
rounded the Consolidated gold fields build-
ing and the work of recruiting was in full
swing. Numbers of people left the town
during the night in bands of fifty each.
Later the committee sent the followlng to
Sir Hercules Robinson, the Governor of
Cape Colony: *“We have absolute informa-
tion that a large body of Boers has been
commanded to immedlately attack Johan-
nesburg and shoot on gight all who have
been concerned In the agitation. Affairs
are so critical that we ask you to inter-
venes to protect the lives of citizens who
have long agitated legally their rights.”

A dispatech from Johannesburg, dated
Jan, 1, delaved In transmission, says: The
Germans and Americans here, after un-
satisfactory Interviews with the govern-
ment, have joined the National Uxion,
which action was also faken by the Afri-
canders, the Australians and the Mercantile
Association. The government having re-
fused them arms for protection purpcses,
the Ulitlanders are now united and a body
of their armed and mounted forces Is
parading the town and suburbs. Every-
thing I8 quiet and orderly, though the
strests are thronged and the police were
entirelv withdrawn'to Britoria this evening.
Dr. Jameson replied to the request of Com-
mander Marco to withdraw by saying that
he intended proceeding with his original
plans, which were not hostile to the people
of the Transvaal, adding: **“We are here
in reply to the invitation of the principal
residents of the Rand to assist them in
their demand for justice and the ordinary
rights of every citizen of eclvilized States.”

The statement cabled to the United States
by a news agency that Dr. Jameson had
been released from custedy at Pretoria,
Transvaal, is officially stated here to be
without foundation in fact. All sorts of
rumors are in circulation sp-day due to the
delay in the receiving Ncurate news
from Cape Colony. The re t circulated
on Saturday that the Ultlanders had arisen
and rescued Dr. Jameson is stN in elr-
culation, although it had been contyadicted
more than once. Then again, it is stated
that the British government is hurving
troops from India to Capetown. But there
would seem to be no necessity for such a
step, as concentration of " military forces
from other British African colonies could
be quickly made there if necessary.

The following dispatch, evidently sent sub-
sequent to a di:patch which has not yet been
received here, and which would explain the
reference to an armistice, has been received
here from Johannesburg, dated Jan. 2 at
midnight: “The central committee of the
National Unton is bitterly indignant at the
terms which President Kruger has imposed,
and it declares that the position the TUlt-
landers are placed in is solely due to the
imperial proclamation forbidding British
subjects to aid Dr. Jameson, The populace
condemng the commities, Gen. Joubert
guarantees the safety of Johannesburg dur-
‘ng the armistice. A dispatch recelved from
Krugersdorp to-night reports that the sur-
vivors of Dr. Jameson's force are in a ter-
rible condition, having no food or sleep
gince Dec. 20."

A dispatch to the Times from Capetown
savs that thirty-one Americans on the Rand
have told President Kruger that they sym-
pathlize greatly with him, but that they
cannot help him unless he grants reform.
“Many residents have hegged President
Kruger,” the Times's dispaich continues,
“to avert outside interference bv coming to
terms with the National Union. Further dis-
patches were received every few hours on
Jan. 1. and indicate that Premler Rhodes,
hearing of the rumor that 100 of the
RNhodei horze were leaving Ruluwayo for
the Transvaal, telegraphed to the com-
mander to ston them, There are persistent
rumors that Premier Rhodes has resigned
on account of Dr. Jameson's action. A
meeting of Germans yesterday declded to
send a deputation to assure President Krue-
ger of their lovalty, though theyv have griev-
ances. They telegraphed to Emperor Wil-
llam, through the German tonsul, implor-
ing him to bring pressure to prevent Eng-
land from meddling in the Transvaal. The
defense committes In Johanneshurg is serv-
ing out arms. A provisional government has
been declared with a force of 10,000 men.
Thousands of Boers are outside of the town,
Offers of help from all parts of Cape Col-
ony have heen recelved by the defense com-
mittee and men are enrolling ranidly. The
Transvaal flag has been holsted over the
committee rooms to indicate that it does
not intend to destroy the republle. The
people are arming, and little anxlety fis
felt for Dr. Jameson."

Another dispateh to the Times, dated Cape-
town, Jan, 8, sayvs: “President Kruger has
stopped the food supplies into Johannes-
burg. The whole of the national reform
committee has been arrested, Nobody is
allowed to enter he Transvaal territory
without a passport “ized by Kruger. It is
stated that Dr. Leyds, the Secretary of
State for the Transvial, with a secret fund

at his disposal, has floated a German colo-
nization company to Introduce 5,00 German
military settlers into the Transvaal."

LOST HER MEMORY IN LONDON.

Aged American Found Wandering in
the Streets of Britain’s Metropolis.
ATI.ANTA, Ga., Jan. 6.—A dispatch from

London says: “Mrs. Cornelia L. Seibels, of

Atlanta or Augusta, Ga., has been found

wandering in the streets here. She has

completely lost her memory and is now in

St. George's workhouse. Mrs. Selbels is

about seventy-flve years of age, evidently

& lady by birth and has neariy £20 in her
possession.”

The woman mentioned above passed
through Atlanta during the latter part of
November on her way from Brookhaven,
Miss., to Germany, where she expected to

‘recover 50,000,000 as her part of the great

Selbel estate, claiming to be a direct heir.
She has relatives in Georgia and consider-
able property in Mississippi, where she had
been a large contributor to public charities,

A special from Brookhaven says: Mrs,
Seibles left that place in November for
Germany, where sh= went to claim a large
foriune left her by relatives. 'Before leav-
ing she ordered some property which she
owned in New Orleans sold and the proceeds
donated to charity. There was nothing in
her actions here indlcating an unsound mind.

CRUSHED TO DEATH

FOUR MEN KILLED IN THE LUKE
FIDDLER COAL MINE SHAFT.

Mangled by a Thousand-Pound
“Billy,"” Which Struck the Bucket
as They Were Descending.

SHAMOKIN, Pa., Jan. 6.—While four
workmen were being lowered into the new
shaft of the Luke Fidler mine this morning
the *“billy,” which balancees the elevator,
and which weighs about one thousand
pounds, fell on them without warning. They
were instantly killed, their bodies being
crushed so horribly as to make them almost
unrecognizable. The victims werg:

JAMES MERRITT, aged twenty-five
yvears, of Springfield, Pa., leaves a widow
and one child.

STEPHEN MERRITT, aged twenty-eight
years, of Springfield, Pa., leaves widow and
one child.

PATRICTK LYNCH, aged thirty-three
vears, of Springfield, Pa., single.

PETER )BERT, aged twenty-tiree
years, of Springfield, Pa., leaves wife and
one child.

Ten men were engaged on the night shift
in sinking the new sghaft, and were hoisted
to the top at 4 o'clock to eat their break-
fast. An hour later the two Merritts, Lynch
and Bobert stepped into the shaft bucket
and were lowered into the workings, but

when the bucket had descended about eight
hundred feet, engineer Bowen noticed a jar-

ring of the rope, and tmmedlately stopped
the machinery. The workmen on top found
that the bucket was no longer attached 10

the wire rope, and they rigged up another
bucket. Blowly they lowered it to the bot-
tom of the ehaft, where they found the
other buckets splintered and the mangled
and bleeding remains of their four Hl-fated
comrades scattered over the rocky floor. All
of the poor fellows were dead. The shaft
bucket in which the four men met their
death was guided in Its upward and down-
ward journeys by the big cross pleces and
arme known as the *“biliy,” and welghing
half a ton. The wire rope passed through
this “‘billy,” and it is supposed that lce
formed on the rope while the workmen were
eating their meal. The bucket passed
through In safety, but the “billly"” was
caught by it, and the bucket had descended
several hundred feet before the heavy
weight caused the ice to give way, and al-
lowed the “billy"” to fall on the men who
were In the bucket. It is not thought that
they were aware of their danger. This col-
liery had been idle since Ooct. 8, 1834, when
the mine was set on fire by a careless work-
man, and six lves were lost, four of the
bodies not being recovered for nearly a
vear. Bobert, who was killed this morning,
was a brother of one of the victims of the
former disaster,

Vietims of an Explosion.

NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—A few minutes after
1 o'clock this afternoon there wera two
distinct explosions of naphtha at the United
States and Canada Decreasing Company's
works at Montrase and Johnson avenues,
Brooklyn. There were eleven men at work

at the time in the room when the accident
oceurred. One man, whose name s un-
known, was instantly killed, and three oth-
ers, Superintendent Parker and two brothers
named Miller, were severely though not
fatally injured. The other seven escaped,
After the first explosion flames burst forth
from the bullding, and when the second
crash was heard the roof was blown off
and the entire building badly wrecked.

Two Skaters Drowned.
HUNTINGTON, W. Va, Jan. 6—-Tony
Brooks, James Wogan and Walter Quinlan

were skating at the mouth of Beaver creek
to-day when the lce broke. Brooks and
Quinlan were drowned, but a rescuing par-

ty saved Wogan. All were single and well
known.

PECKHAM SWORN IN

OATH ADMINISTERED TO THE NEW

SUPREME COURT JUSTICE,

Decision Rendered That Bears on
Functions of the Court of Claims
and Duties of Treasury Officers.

" WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Associate Justice
Peckham, the latest acquisition to the Su-
preme Bench, took his seat as a member
of the highest court of the land to-day.
The initiatory ceremony, consisting of the
taking of the oath of office, was brief and
simple. The new justice is a man of Im-
pressive presence and striking personality,
and the impression made on those pres-
ent was altogether agreeable. Chlef Justice
Fuller announced the recesipt by the court
of Mr. Peckham's commission from the
President, and, after Clerk McKenney had
read it, he administered the oath, in which
the justice vowed to do equal justice to
rich and poor allke. There was an espe-
cially large attendance of attorneys at the
ceremony. Among others who occupled
seats inside the bar were the Chinese min-
ister and two members of his suite.

The court rendered a decision, which was
handed down by Justice Harlan, in the
claim of the State of New York against
the government fTor interest on money
raised and expended by the State for the
equipment of troops during the war,
awarding 4the full amount of $130,000
clalmed by the State. The opinlon decided
soveral points bearing on the functions of
the Court of Clalms, and will have an Im-

portant bearing on all other claims before
the executive department, possibly includ-
Ln%.l the sugar bounty claims. The court
eld:

First—That any claim made against an
executive department involving disputed
facts or controverted law where the amount
in controversy exceeds $3,000, or where the
decision wlll affect a class of cases, or fur-
nish a precedent for the future action of
any executive department in the adjust-
ment of a class of casey, without regard
to the amount involved in the particular
case, or where any authority, right, priv-
llege or exemption is clalmed or denled
under the Constitution of the United States,
may be transmitted to the Court of Clalms
by the head of such department under Sec-
tion 1063, of the Revised Statutes, for final
adjudication; provided, such claim be one
of which, by reason of its subject matter
and character, that court could take judicial
cognizance at the voluntary suit of the
claimant.

Second—Any such claim, without regard
to its amount, may be transmitted under
the Bowman act to the Court of Claims
by the head of the executive department
in which it Is pending, not for final judg-
ment thereon, but for a report to such de-
partment of facts and conclusions of law
for “its guidance and action.”

Third—Any such claim may, in the discre-
tion of the executive department in ‘which
it 1a pending, *and with the consent of the
plaintiff,” be transmitted without regard

% to its ssmount by the head of such depari-

st to the Court of Claims, under the
Tucker act, for a report of facts and con-
clusions of law.

Fourth—In every case coming before the
Court of Claima from an executive depart-
ment under the Bowman act, in which that
court could take judicial evgnizance at the
voluntary suit of the claimant, a final
judgment may, in virtue of the thirteenth
section of the Tucker act, be rendered, and,
in addition, a repori of Its proceedings may
be made to the department by which the
claim was referred to sald court.

in a declsion rendered by Justice White
the court reversed for the second time
the decision of the Circuit Court for the
Western district of Arkansas, In the case
of Sam Hickory, condemned to death for
murder. Justice White, in his opinion,
quoted liberally frem the instructions given
by Judge Parker, who presided In the Ar-
kansas court, condemning, in rather strong
terms, tho use by the judge of Janguage de-
nunciatory of the prisoner.

In the case of J. H, Gill, asking rovalty
for the use of certain ordnance paten:s in-
vented by Gill while In the employ of the
government, the court practically reaf-
firmed former decisions to the effect that
the government is entitled to the product
of the labor of its emploves. In this case
